When the curtain rises this evening on 
the setting of Noel Coward’s “Fumed 
Oak,” Eugene Fitsch, scenic designer 
for The Cape Playhouse, will have creat- 
ed his one-hundredth stage setting tor 
The Cape Playhouse. Such a record de- 
serves more than a passing notice and 
we are happy to outline briefly here the 
truly brilliant career which Mr. Fitsch 
has carried on since his first season in 
Dennis in 1929. Engaged by Raymond 
Moore to design and supervise the con- 
struction of the weekly stage sets Mr. 
Fitsch has played an even more import- 
ant part in the history of The Cape Play- 
house, for it was upon his suggestions 
and from his plans that almost all of the 
additions to the rear of The Playhouse, 
containing the most impressive and effi- 
cient stage of any summer theatre in 
this country were built. Indeed New 
York producers and theatre managers 
Visiting Dennis are amazed that a coun- 
try theatre could maintain a stage and 
the technical equipment the equal of al- 
most any Broadway theatre. To Mr. 
Fitsch must go the greater part of the 
credit for the technical ease with which 
every week plays which present mani- 
fold problems of operation are presented. 

In addition to Mr. Fitsch’s success as 
scenic artist, and he is active each win- 
ter in this field on countless Broadway 
shows, he has found time to continue an 
active and brilliant career as lithographer 
and creative painter. His lithographs 
and paintings have been exhibited in 
humerous one man shows and with 
groups in such distinguished galleries as 
Morton, Uptown, Painters’ and Sculp- 
tors’, and Whitney Museums in New York 
City, and in leading art galleries in other 
large cities.
